Roberto said specifying the 
uses of the money, estim ated at 
$640 million by June 1979, would

N ovem ber 
general election ballot. 
The proposal would repeal 
Ohio’s 126-year old, $75»,000 
ceiling on general obligation

Land ‘Nobody Wanted’ 


Group Seeks Areas For Urbanites 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) 
— 
Land "nobody wanted" — the 
50 eastern US. national forests 
— should be expanded and 
restored as natural environ­ 
ments for urbanites, a conser­ 
vation group recom m ended 
today. 
‘T he national forests of the 
eastern United States are a 
Cinderella story,” said William 
Reilly, president of the non­ 
profit Conservation Foundation 
in a statem ent. 
"Plucked from dire straits, 
treated with care, they have 
blossomed beyond the imagin­ 
ings of those who created them. 
But the coach is waiting, the 
clock is ticking and it’s time for 
action,” he said. 
Unlike western forests which 
show as bold blocks on the map, 
eastern forests are a splat­ 
tering of small holdings in­ 
terspersed with private pro­ 
perty. They cover 24 million 
acres in 23 states, and are 
withfn one day’s drive of 174 
million Americans. 
The governm ent acquired 


some of the lands at less than $5 
an acre starting at the turn of 
the century. The C ivilian 
Conservation Corps replanted 
many areas and fought fires in 
the 1940s. 
The property called the 
“Monongahela bum ” in West 
Virginia is now the focus of 
controversy over tim ber-har­ 
vesting practices. The Alleghe­ 
ny National Forest in Penn­ 
sylvania, 
called 
the 
"B riar 
Patch” in the 1900s, now boasts 
stands of com m ercial oak, 
poplar and cherry trees. 
Loggers have increased de­ 
mands on the 21 million forest 
a c re s 
classified 
as 
com ­ 
mercial; energy companies are 
looking at mineral deposits 
once considered uneconomical, 
such as oil fields under the 
A l l e g h e n y 
f o r e s t ; 
recreationists in great numbers 
compete for space. 
The new report recommends 
the federal government acquire 
and restore abandoned strip- 
mined land in and near the 
eastern forests. 
School Board Loses 
Round At Cincinnati 


CINCINNATI (UPI) - No 
runs, no hits, two errors. 
T h a t’s the strike-plagued 
C incinnati 
school 
b o ard ’s 
courtroom scorecard. 
The board’s batting average 
in its court fight against 
striking school teachers re­ 
mains at 000. The board went 
hitless in an appeals court 
Wednesday, just as it did a 
week ago in a lower court. 
But the school board immedi­ 
ately went to the on-deck circle 
again to prepare for another 
legal swing to try to score 
against the teachers 
Although the strike went into 
its 12th straight school day 
today, there were more teach­ 
ers and students in classrooms 
Wednesday than at anytime 
since the teachers' walked out 
over pay raise demands back 
on April 13. 
A ssistant School S uperin­ 
tendent Raymond C. Brokamp 
reported that 1,480 teachers 
were present and 1,395 absent. 
As for students, 34,147 were 
present and 29,245 absent. 
The Ohio First District Court 
of Appeals announced Wednes­ 
day it had dismissed the school 
b o ard ’s request to appeal 
Hamilton County Common 
Pleas Court Judge Frank M 
Gusweiler’s refusal to grant a 
restraining order against the 
striking Cincinnati Federation 
of Teachers, 
The appellate judges, who 
had 
conducted a 
45-minute 
hearing on the issue Tuesday, 
ruled the case had not yet been 
closed out on the common pleas 
level and therefore was not an 
"appealable case." 
The union struck out Wednes­ 
day too. The executive director 
for administration of the Ohio 
D epartm ent of 
E ducation, 
Roger Lulo told officials that 
neither the department nor the 
State Board of Education has 
the authority to close the strike- 
bound 
C incinnati 
school 


system. 
Lulow met with CTF 
re­ 
presentatives who have called 
for the closing of the schools, 
alleging they are not meet 
educational standards because 
so many teachers are on strike. 
“The dilemma that every­ 
body in Cincinnati is faced with 
is that the state Departm ent of 
Education or the State Board of 
Education does not have the 
authority to close the schools," 
said Lulow. “On the other hand, 
the 
C incinnati 
B oard 
of 
Education can keep them open. 


Immediately after the appel­ 
late court decision was handdd 
down, school board attorney 
John Lloyd filed for a Common 
P leas C ourt hearing on a 
perm anent injunction request 
against the strikers 
Lloyd, who blasted G us­ 
weiler’s refusal to grant a 
restraining order in the appel­ 
late court hearing, said he 
wanted a new hearing as soon 
as possible. 


"Gusweiler said he was too 
busy to hear the case this week 
and I’m trying to move heaven 
and earth to get it heard this 
week,” said Lloyd, who met 
late 
Wednesday 
with 
Chief 
Common Pleas Court Judge 
Robert Kraft to try to deter­ 
mine a judge and hearing date. 


However, Kraft told Lloyd 
and CFT 
attorney 
Jam es 
Paradise the case was still 
Gusweiler’s, but that Gusweiler 
could choose to disqualify 
himself and suggest a visiting 
judge. The school board also 
had the option of filing a bias 
suit against Gusweiler 
Kraft, Lloyd and Paradise 
agreed to meet again today in 
hopes of determining the judge 
and hearing date. 
Despite losing his first two 
court battles, Lloyd vowed to 
keep the strike issue in the 
courts.

— A federal public works 
program, modeled after the 
CCC, to hire up to 300,000 for 
improvement projects. 
— "Modest fees” for recrea­ 
tional use of the forests. 
— Logging of older hardwood 
trees of the size needed for 
superior sawtimber and high 
value trees such 
as 
black 
walnut and cherry. 
— C oncentration on low- 
intensity recreation activities 
such as hiking and backpacking 
with 
com m erical 
lodging, 
swimming pools and cam ­ 
pgrounds built on private lands. 
— State and federal mining 
regulation to prevent surface 
damage. 
— Grazing only in pine and 
m ature 
hardw ood 
forests 
where young timber cannot be 
harm ed; southern forests can 
accommodate "relatively large 
increases in grazing.” 
— $10 million a year to buy 
privately held tracts in and 
next to the forests. 


SEATTLE (UPD - Three 
years ago, Che., ui Fellows of 
Pasco, Wash., was struck with 
a rare form of cancer — one so 
deadly her doctors knew of no 
one who had survived it. 
Now doctors say Cherlyn, 9, 
may have it beat, although they 
are still monitoring her condi­ 
tion closely at Seattle’s Chil­ 
dren’s Orthopedic Hospital. 
The doctors have a number of 
medical theories on what has 
arrested, at least for the time 
being, the highly malignant 
cancer. Her mother is certain. 
"I feel nobody has done this 
but God,” Marva Fellows said. 
"He guided the hand of the 
surgeon. And all the people at 
the hospital have been wonder­ 
ful. A great weight has lifted.” 
Dr. Robert Schaller, 
who 
performed six of 
Cherlyn’s 
eight operations, 
said 
"She 
may be the only survivor in the 
world” of the rare cancer. 
Cherlyn’s disease began as 
an embryonal tertoma of the 
ovary. The tumor had one type 
of cell only, with the potential 
for developing into any kind of 
body tissue. 
E arly 
su rg ery , 
first 
at 
Oakland, Calif., and later at the 
Seattle hospital, plus every 
known 
com bination 
of 
chemotherapy failed. 
“We really gave up on her,” 
said Schaller. "We had tried 
everything that’s available.” 
Schaller and Dr. Ron Chard, 
chemotherapist, decided to try 
one thing more — the experi­ 
mental new drug VM26. The 
tumors stopped growing. 


But after seven montns of 
weekly injections, the doctors 
had to discontinue use of the 
drug because of side effects. 
The tumors began to grow 
again. 
"That’s when we decide to do 
more surgery,” Schaller said. 
In February, he removed 
four massive sections packed in 
Cherlyn’s abdomen from pelvis 
to diaphram — one more than 
10 inches in diameter. One 
kidney and her ovaries also 
were removed. 
"It seemed hopeless when we 
started the operation,” Schaller 
said. "All the internal organs 
were stuck to the tum ors.” 
But the doctors discovered 
the tumors had changed from 
malignant — cancerous — to 
benign. 
The operation was a success, 
although Cherlyn still has a 
tumor in the chest area and 
some microscopic remains of 
the initial highly malignant 
cells. 
"We decided not to remove 
the chest tumor because it 
hasn’t been growing,” Schaller 
said. 
Schaller said "th e m ost 
rem arkable thing about this 
case" has been the change in 
the tumors from cancerous to 
non-cancerous. 
The doctors said it could be 
the nature of the cancer, of 
which little is known, or it could 
be 
C herlyn’s 
body 
has 
developed the means to fight it, 
or it could be the new drug. 
“It is one of a kind,” Chard 
said. “We just can’t say.”

county jurisdiction of the North 
Ohio Valley Air Authority 
(NOVAA) in March. 
The high average of 53 micro­ 
grams (mg ) per cubic meter of 
air at the East Unit was well- 
below the Ohio clean-air stand­ 
ard of 100 mg. Lowest average 
in the testing was 11 mg. at the 
Carrollton State Highway Ga­ 
rage. 
The Salem hospital average 
ranked second in non-valley 
test sites in the suspended 
p a r t ic u la t e 
r e a d in g s , 
averaging 108 mg. for March 
behind a 157 mg. average at the 
Carrollton State Highway Ga­ 
rage. The clean air goal is 60 
mg. per cubic meter of air, 
reached by only four non-valley 
sites and none of the 17 valley 
sites in March. 
Locations more than eight 
miles from the Ohio River are 
classed as “ non-valley.”

•all leg-hold traps in the state 
| F o r the average m an on the street, this m ay 
mot have m uch significance Many have not seen 
•a leg-hold trap or realize it is used for capturing 
‘fur bearing anim als for their pelts. 
; F u r trapping in Ohio is a million dollar 
»business and Ohio is am ong the top three states 
Jin the num ber of pelts produced in the nation. It 
¡is estim ated there are som e 20,000 trappers in 
•Ohio

Looking at it realistically, trapping produces a 
¡service to the state beyond its economic im- 
•portance. 
T rapping even predates the form ation of the 
state itself and it was because of trapping that 
; the push toward the west continued in the 
-pioneer days. Trapping helps to control an over 
/population of m any types of anim als, which, 
¿should they get out of control, cause untold 
¿dam age to crops, and create a health hazard 
t Skunks and foxes are prone to be rabies 
^carriers and if their num bers increased beyond a 
¿saturation point in a given area, they could pose 
¿a real serious threat to neighborhoods. The

The telephone no longer rings 
incessantly. Cabinet officers do 
not court him.

for 
urgent consultations. Lobbyists 
seek no special favors. 
" I t’s quite a change,” Griffin 
said ruefully. “Sure, it’s hard to 
get used to. I could see it 
coming, or at least I could see 
the possibility that I m ight lose, 
but it was a shock even so."

co m p en satio n s. “ I can get 
home m ore often now, which 
helps with the election coming

M ichigan is alw ays tough for a 
Republican, and Griffin — as 
usual — will face a difficult re- 
election battle.

NEW YORK - Nelson A. 
Rockefeller, political scion of 
the tim es, now is “ seriously 
analyzing his chances for a suc­ 
cessful run for governor of New 
Y ork" in 1978. So says one of his 
c o lle ag u e s fro m his W hite 
House days. 
Another, who worked closely 
with him in banking circles, 
corroborates this with: “ Put it 
on paper, Nelson is positively 
keeping the gubernatorial run 
on the front burner. It’s one of 
his top options." 
Point is that Rockefeller, who 
was restless during his lame- 
duck vice presidential days, 
now is m uch like a parched 
cam el tethered just an inch 
short of an oasis w ater foun­ 
tain. He w ants to get back in the 
drink. He believes that being a 
dead duck in politics is a fate 
worse than solitary confine­ 
m ent. 
Those who have talked with 
Rockefeller recently say that in 
his “caged” im patience with 
his 
apolitical existence, 
the 
form er governor daily gives 
m eaning to A ristotle’s fam ed, 
“ Man is by nature a political 
a n im a l.” So the re lu c ta n t 
s q u ire 
of 
P o c a n tic o 
H ills 
(Tarrytow n, 
N.Y.) 
retreated 
into absolute silence recently 
when several in his fam ily and 
som e intim ate advisers tested 
the m ayoralty w aters in the Big

A FEW W EEKS later, word 
from Rockefeller circles was 
that 
“ he suddenly 
had 
de­ 
veloped a sharp interest 
in 
running for governor of New 
York next y e a r." 
Again the m essage from his 
inner circle was that Rocky 
isn’t seeing anyone on politics; 
just isn’t interested; just won’t 
have anything to do w ith the 
s ta te

is 
devoting him self to his large 
family and business interests 
Soon his co n fid a n ts began

"leaking stories about Nelson.” 
F act is that the reports come

College Bills: Highest In History By September 


NEW YORK <UPI) - Infla­ 
tion. heating and salary costs 
will push up college costs an 
average of eight per cent by 
September — giving parents 
the biggest college bills in 
history. 
Authorities estimate $100 of 


every bill is to cover the cost of 
complying with paper work 
required by the federal govern­ 
ment. 
A United Press International 
check of private and public 
colleges and universities also 
showed an increase of truly 
f«>M<3V <yfè)i»i(3W> vfòwstv- 
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staggering proportion at medi­ 
cal schools in the District of 
Columgia. 
For freshmen Georgetown 
University Medical School tui­ 
tion 
in September 
will 
be 
$12,500a year, the highest in the 
nation — up from $6,800 last 
September. Room and board 
charges will add $2,000 or more. 
At George Washington Uni­ 
versity the medical school 
freshmen will pay $10,000, plus 
room and board. 
The huge increases are due to 
the ending of a federal subisdy 
amounting to $5,000 per student 
in the District of Columbia’s 
medical schools, a spokesman 
for Georgetown said. 
At the big bargain institu­ 
tions, the state colleges and 
universities tuition and room 
and board charges for under­ 
graduates are expected to 
average around five to eight 
per cent higher over last year 
These schools, funded by 
appropriations 
from 
state 
treasuries, on the average 
billed resident students $1,797 
for tuiton, room and board last 
year; non-resident ones, $2,681. 
The era of the $7,000 tuition, 
room and board bill has arrived 
at the nation’s most prestigious 
private colleges — the Har- 


vards, Yales. Princetons and 
Stanfords of the land. 
Yale’s, for one Example, will 
be $6,950 — tuition accounting 
for $4,750 of that, up from $4.400 
last 
September. 
Room 
and 
board. $2,200, is up from $2,025 
a year ago. 
Law school tuition is highest 
at the 
private schools. 
At 
Columbia, for example, the 
tuition bill’s going up to $4.490 
from $4,110 Room and board, 
an estimated $2.150, is added to 
that. And books — $800 
The big bills at the private 
colleges finds some offering to 
loan families earning $20,000 to 
$60,000 a year money for the 
school bill — at interest rates of 
from 8 to 8.5 per cent 
This new type of student aid 
program would make it easier 
for the high income families to 
pay bloated bills.

SAN ANTONIO, Tex. <UPI) 
— Fifty years after aviator 
Charles Lindbergh flew his 
“ Spirit of St. Louis” to Paris, 
the transatlantic 
trip in 
a 
single-engine airplane still is a 
grand adventure even to the 
most practiced flier. 


“ Incredible, 
absolutely 
in­ 
credible,” says attorney Phillip 
D. Hardberger, 
a 
former 
Strategic Air Command pilot 
and a Lindbergh buff who next 
month will embark on the trip 
in a one-prop job of his own. 
Hardberger plans to follow 
Lindbergh’s route and reach 
Paris on May 21, the Golden 
Anniversary of the 
pioneer 
aviator's triumphant arrival in 
France. 
Hardberger, 42, president of 
the San Antonio Trial Lawyers 
Association, will leave in a 
Bellanca Viking airplane on 
Mav 14 on the 14,000-mile solo 
flight 
The lawyer said since he read 
Lindbergh’s book, “ Spirit of St 
Louis,” 10 years ago, flying the 
same route has been an ob­ 
session with him. 
“ There are several bodes 
about North Atlantic flying and 
I ’ve read them all, I think,” 
Hardberger said. “ There’s an 
air museum up in Gander, 
Newfoundland, and I flew up 
here three years ago to look at 
the people who made the 
crossing. 
“ There have been several 
since Lindbergh,” he said. “ I ’m 
by no meaas the second or the 
third There have been a fair 
number through the years, but 
I ’ll say this, it’s still a pretty 


unusual undertaking 
in 
a 
singleengine plane.” 
Hardberger plans to fly from 
San Antonio to New York City, 
then on to Newfoundland, 
Greenland, Iceland, Ireland 
and Paris where he will check 
into the Ritz Hotel which put 
Lindbergh up in style 50 years 
ago. 
He will dub his airplane, 
which has been modified to 
carry almost twice its normal 
load of fuel, the “ Spirit of San 
Antonio,” 
lettered on 
the 
fuselage in both English and 
Spanish. 
Hardberger says his flight 
will be somewhat less daring 
than Lindbergh’s because the 
Federal Aviation Administra­ 
tion would not approve a flight 
directly from Newfoundland to 
Paris. 
“ That’s for fuel purposes 
The F A A did not want me to put 
on enough fuel to go straight 
across, because I would have 
had to overgross the airplane 
something terrible.” 
Lindbergh didn’t 
have 
to 
worry about the FAA 
Hardberger estimates it will 
cost him $1,500 to $2.000 to 
retrace the Lindbergh flight — 
twice the price of an airline 
ticket. 
“ It’s a personal challenge 
It’s something I always wanted 
to do,” he said. “ About this 
time of my life, and I think 
probably of most people's lives, 
you start thinking about getting 
old When my hair’s gotten a lot 
thinner than it is now, I ’d like to 
sit back and say that, by golly, I 
did this I think it’ll mean a lot 
to me.”

Constance E. Crouse, 16, of 
27284 Lake Front Dr., Beloit, 
was charged with being left of 
Students Protest 
In South Africa 


JO H A N N ESB U R G , 
South 
Africa (U P I) — South African 
police fired shotguns and 
teargas Wednesday to disperse 
2,000 black high school students 
protesting increased rents — 
the first serious outbreak of 
racial violence in months. 
Three students suffered shot­ 
gun injuries during the flareup 
in the sprawling black shanty­ 
town of Soweto and were ad­ 
mitted to the local blacksonly 
hospital, Police Chief Brig. Jan 
Visser said. A man and a 
woman were arrested. 
Nationwide antigovemment 
rioting last year that killed 500 
persons began in Soweto, 15 
miles southwest of Johannes­ 
burg’s city center The town­ 
ship has been quiet for three 
months. 
The 2,000 students boycotted 


classes and massed in front of 
their high school to urge their 
parents not to pay housing rent 
increases ranging from 30 to 80 
per cent, effective May 1. 
With police permission, the 
students marched to the Urban 
Bantu (African) Council buil­ 
ding, the township’s equivalent 
of a city council. It has little 
real power and 
residents 
generally scorn it. 
Six police riot vans and an 
armored personnel carrier ac­ 
companied the marching stu­ 
dents, who shouted “ Away with 
high rents” and "We will not 
pay.” 
When 
they 
reached 
the 
council building, the students 
began hurling rocks and bottles 
at it, smashing windows. Police 
fired teargas and shotguns to 
disperse them, Visser said. 
Miners Seek Others 
To Support Walkout 


COSHOCTON, Ohio (U P I) — 
Striking Peabody Coal Co. 
miners here say not only will 
they continue their three-week 
strike, but they will work to get 
Peabody miners in other states 
to join them. 
James McCloy, a spokesman 
for the Local 1323 United Mine 
Workers, said, Wednesday 
night, 
“ Starting Thursday 
(today) we will commence a 
concerted effort to shut down 
all 
Peabody 
operation 
in 
Indiana,” He said Peabody 
mines in Kentucky and then 
Illinois would 
be 
the

targets and added that “ if 
necessary we will go west.” 
I ■ The strike here began over 
unilateral imposition by the 
company of a disciplinary 
absentee policy. About 15,000 
miners at 50 eastern Ohio and 
West Virginia panhandle mines 
have been idled.

District 6 President John Guzek 
said he would meet with all 
local union presidents in the 
district today in Bella ire to try

until the men return and the 
men say they won’t return until 
the company discusses

grievances. 
“ What we have is a real 
‘Mexican

But, one UMW official said if 
they can get the men to go back 
to the Peabody mines in 
Coshocton 
the other Ohio 
miners may return. 
Two officials of the UMW 
local at Coshocton have been 
arrested twice this week for 
refusing to obey a court order to 
return to work and were 
released on bond both times.

International. 
Now, he has been missing for 
five years. 
In April of 1972, there were 
reports that Reynolds was 
captured by three men and 
marched into the Cambodian 
jungle. He has since been listed 
as missing in action.

— those waiting to learn the 
status of children captured in 
Southeast Asia.

Secondly, it has become widely- 
known ag the Commission that 
younger peoople are operating 
units, even when there isn’t a 
license in their family and the 
feeling developing at the FCC is 
that it would be better to permit 
them to be licensed in their own 
name.” 
The popular song, "Teddy 
Bear,” written by a veteran 
trucker and CBer Dale Royal 


and recorded by Red Sovine, 
tells the story of a crippled boy 
in his earliest teens who talks 
wihh truckers on his home CB 
unit. The recording has sold 
over a million copies 
In Garden City, Ga., there is 
a 15-year-old, Mark Davis, who 
mounted a CB unit on his 
bicycle so he could modulate 
while he rode. He has the 
transceiver mounted on his 
"two wheeler” between the 
handlebars in a wooded box. 
Mark said he has watched the 
four-wheelers and 18-wheelers 
spinning by his home with their 
CBs going and found it a little 
frustrating 
" I ’m not old enough to get a 
license to drive a car, and I ’m 
not old enough to have a CB 
license either,” he said. "So, 
when my Dad got his CB licnese 
from the FCC, I got my own 
unit and decided to put it on my 
bicycle All the other kids at 
school are jealous.” 
His handle is "Bub Man Jr.”

Inspired By Model Airplanes Hobby

KANSAS CITY, Mo. (U PI) - 
Scientific discoveries don’t 
always come by way of com­ 
plicated 
experiments 
and 
blackboards crowded with 
strange symbols. 
A boyhood model airplane 
hobby provided the iaspiratiorf 
for chemists at the Midwest 
Research Institute to develop 
extremely thin plastic mem­ 
branes which are finding im­ 
portant use as filters in hospital 
life-sustaining equipment. 
The chemists are investigat­ 
ing other promising uses, such 
as desalting sea water, for the 
membranes which are one- 
tenth as thick as a single layer 
of human skin. 
Dr. 
Robert Petersen, a 
chemist in the nonprofit in­ 
stitute’s North Star Laboratory 
near Minneapolis, Minn., said 
Seat Belts Law

the chemical composition of the 
membranes can be changed to 
control what they filter. The 
membranes can filter either 
gases or fluids, letting some 
through but holding others 
back 
Petersen said super-thin 
membranes couldn’t be pro­ 
duced in useful quantities until 
1963, when a new technique was 
found. 
"Somebody 
remembered 
making thin skins for model 
airplane wings by pouring 
airplane dope down the edge of 
a pan of water," Petersen said. 
"The dope spread across the 
water and dried into a thin 
plastic film.” 
Scientists tried it with cel­ 
lulose acetate and came up with 
the thinnest membrane known 
at the time. In the years since, 
Dr. Petersen and others have 
developed new compounds that 
make membranes as thin as 
one-hundred-thousandth of an 
inch. 
"Ultra-thin membranes are 
ideal for advanced artificial 
kidney machines and for the 
heart-lung machines used in 
cardiovascular surgery,” Dr. 
Petersen said. ‘The thinner the 
membranes are, the faster and 
more efficient the machines 
can be run.” 
One problem with the blood 
filtering machines for dialysis 
and heart surgery was that 
during prolonged use, the 
membranes could cause blood 
clotting. But Petersen said a 
new plastic has been developed 
that virtually eliminates the 
clotting probiem. 
Another new membrane that 
allows water to pass through 
but stops dissolved salts is 
being studied for possible use in 
desalting 
a g ric u ltu ra l 


irrigation streams which empty 
into the Colorado River before 
it enters Mexico from Arizona. 
Petersen said another new 
membrane may prove prac­ 
tical for purifying the methane 
gas — the same natural gas 
used in home heating furnaces 
— produced by biological 
decay. 
‘The practical uses of super- 
thin membranes are just 
starting to be seen,” Petersen 
said. 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - The 
director of the National Insti­ 
tute on Alcohol Abuse and 
Alcoholism wants the govern­ 
ment to warn pregnant women 
that more than two drinks a day 
— a total of one ounce of alcohol 
— might harm the unborn child. 
Dr. Ernest P. Noble said he 
reached that decision on the 
basis of a finding by a panel of 
40 experts that human and 
animal evidence shows exces­ 
sive alcohol consumption can 
lead to physical and behavioral 
abnormalities in offspring. 
‘These animal studies have 
become so convincing that I 
feel it’s important we should 
caution people about it,” he 
said in an interview. 
Among the human birth 
defects believed caused by 
heavy alcohol drinking are 
facial abnormalities, heart de­ 
fects, abnormal limb develop­ 
ment and lower-than-average 
intelligence. 
Noble said he has forwarded 
the recommendation to the 
Department of Health, Educa­ 
tion and Welfare for action. 
"As far as I ’m concerned, 
being the director of this in­ 
stitute, a physician and a 
scientist, I ’m convinced there is 
enough concern here that 
people should be aware of it,” 
he said. 
"What we are saying essen­ 
tially is that if you have six 
drinks or more a day, and that’s 
taken throughout pregnancy,or 
maybe during a certain phase 
of 
pregnancy, 
there’s 
a 
significant 
risk 
for 
ab­ 
normalities in the young. 
"Below six drinks, the risk is 
questionable. In order to be on 
the safe side, we are saying that 


two drinks a day or less is what 
H 
ie ought to be taking,” he 


Noble said he was talking 
about a limit of one ounce of 
alcohol daily which he said is 
equal to two mixed drinks, or 
two glasses of beer or two 


glasses of wine. 
He said there also is evidence 
suggesting "binge drinking” 
may be a problem too. 
"In other words, a person 
taking a big, big slug of alcohol 
and maybe not drinking at all 
for the rest of the pregnancy 
could also have that kind of a 
damaging effect.” 
Concern about the effects erf 
excessive drinking by pregnant 
women dates back to the 1700s, 
but Noble sa id the issue was not 
raised as a significant potential 
health problem in the United 
States until about 1970 when 
researchers began studying 
offspring of heavy drinkers.

SIDE GLANCES 


I am sending you The 
Health Letter number 6-10 
which outlines what we know 
about the treatment of os­ 
teoporosis. You may want to 
discuss the possibility of tak­ 
ing fluoride tablets, vitamin D 
and calcium treatments with 
your doctor. This method has 
been used with some success 
at the Mayo Clinic and the 
references to the work are in­ 
cluded in that issue. How 
much reversal you can get is 
questionable but it is impor­ 
tant to you that the progres­ 
sion be stopped. Others who 
want this issue can send 50 
cents with a long, stamped, 
self-addressed envelope for it. 
You are probably not get­ 
ting enough calcium You can 
take calcium pills if you need 
to do so. Despite your high 
cholesterol you can use for­ 
tified skim milk — almost 
devoid of fat and cholesterol 
and rich in calcium. You can 
use low-fat cottage cheese — 
the type that is not creamed — 
and you can use buttermilk. 
All of these foods are rich in 
protein and calcium. You can 
use mature bean seeds and 
spinach. 
Meats do not contain much 
calcium. If you use lean 
meats, fish and poultry you 
will not be getting too much 
cholesterol. The lean flesh 
raw contains only about 70 
milligrams in a three-and-a- 
half ounce (100 gram) portion. 
You can consume 300 
milligrams of cholesterol q 
day and not exceed the usual 
allowance. 
Your enlarging stomach is 
caused by the collapse of your 
vertebrae — shortening your 
waist and changing your 
posture. You need a good 
physical therapy program for 
exercises that will help but 
not hurt you.

Los Angeles research team 
suggests nicotine chewing gum 
may help some smokers with­ 
draw from cigarettes. 
A study of three smokers at 
the Veterans Administration 
Hospital indicated that nicotine 
replacement from the experi­ 
mental Swedish gum 
eased 
withdrawal 
symptoms 
when 
smoking was stopped. 
Reporting in the April issue of 
the 
American 
Journal 
of 
Psychiatry, Nina 
Schneider, 
Paulene Popek, Dr. Murray 
Jarvik and Dr Ellen Gritz said 
results reinforced the idea 
smoking is a true addiction, not 
just a psychological habit 
The researchers, also as­ 
sociated with the University of 
California at Los Angeles, first 
tried the nicotine gum on one 
smoker, identified as Mr. A.He 
had smoked one pack 
of 
cigarettes a day for four years 
and then increased his smoking 
to 21- packs daily for the three 
years preceding the study. 
During those last three years, 
Mr. A had tried to quit smoking 
four times but he claimed 
“ nicotine withdrawal" had th­ 
warted each of his attempts to 
give up cigarettes. He said the 
symptoms included heightened 
irritability, quickness to anger, 
sudden mood changes, a ten­ 
dency to feel "frantic" and a 
severe craving for cigarettes. 
Mr. A was given three doses 
of nicotine gum, containing 1, 2 
and 4 milligrams of the drug 
He also received a gum that did 
not contain nicotine but which 
appeared and tasted identical 
to the nicotine gum. Each gum 
was coded and Mr A was told to 
choose a gum as needed and to 
note his response 
The report said Mr. A was 
able to distinguish among the 
gums 
0 11 the basis of their 
ability to alleviate withdrawal 
symptoms. The 4mg gum 
worked for two hours while the 
2mg gum was effective for one 
hour and the least powerful was 
good for 20 minutes 
Mr. A immediately identified 
the dummy gum by its lack of 
effect and was able to perceive 
differences in the others the 
way a strong cigarette might 
differ from a weak cigarette 
During the first week of 
abstinence. Mr A used the 4mg 


gum three or four times daily to 
control irritability and to ward 
off other symptoms. 
After the first week off 
cigarettes, Mr. A used the gum 
less frequently and in lower 
doses By the end of the second 
week, he had phased out the 
4mg gum and relied on three 
pieces of 2mg daily. By week 
three, he was down to one piece 
of lmg gum daily, and then he 
discontinued the gum use. 
Mr. A reported the gum had 
been a painless and necessary 
aid in giving up smoking. At 
last cy;i$hhoji 3) sy 4o r, he 
remained off cigarettes. 
Two other tests then were 
conducted on two other men 
who were stopping smoking. 
One was given a dummy gum 
lor one week and the other was 
given nicotine gum for two 
weeks. 


The man on the gum with no 
nicotine reported increased 
feelings of anxiety, frustration, 
decreased alertness and severe 
craving tor cigarettes. The 
subject who used nicotine gum 
experienced no such symptoms 
until he discontinued gum use. 
The man given the dummy 
gum started smoking as soon as 
the study ended and the other 
subject resumed smoking a few 
weeks later. The researchers 
said “ if he had been allowed to 
pace his use of the gum in 
response to craving as Mr. A 
ban done, he might have been 
successful in remaining ab­ 
stinent."

$178,554 Shortage 
The Liquor Audits Bureau of 
Thomas E. Ferguson, state 
auditor, has conducted 1,816 
examinations of books of state- 
operated liquor stores during 
1976 and reported $178,554 in 
shortages as a result. 
The 403 stores operating in 
Ohio had sales of 
$353,548 
during the year. The shortages 
represent five-one-hundredths 
of one per cent of the total, F er­ 
guson noted. 
Examiners check each state 
location at least four times per 
y ear, m aking liquor sales 
operation the most intensely 
audited area of state govern­ 
ment. 
Eighteen robberies caused 
losses of $29,123 and 37 bur­ 
glaries accounted for $14,257 in 
losses. Regular audits revealed 
$1^5,174 in shortages.
